#  The  future  of  Civil  Rights  legislation  in  California  may  depend  on  the 
outcome  in  Berkeley  on  April  2.  State  legislators  will  not  vote  on  the 
important  Civil  Rights  bills  now  pending  until  after  Berkeley  has  voted.
